In her extremity she. appealed to her 


friend,' the trained nnrse. 
- '' Can't you give me some points,'' eha 
said. "Tell roe of the proper things to 
do before the doctor cornea in case of 
certain accidents—won't- yon? 
Then, 


there are many little things—bruises 
arid burns and things that I could attend 
to myself without sending for a doctor 
if I only knew how. Do help me out. 
Suppose, for instance, one of the boys 
fell and broke his arm, what should I 
do before the doctor came?" 
, ' 


"If I were you, I would do nothing 


but wait, unless the surgeon was delay- 
ed. In that ease I would simply place 
the limb in between a folded pillow, 
fastening the pillow firmly together, 
thas making a'sort of splint. 


"You will very likely liaVe a sprain 


or two to deal with. Yon can either ap- 
ply cloths saturated with ice water un- 
til the swelling disappears, or you may 
use very hot water with vinegar in the 
same way. 
After the swelling has dis- 


appeared yon had .better'bandage the 
limb and let the little patient rest it on 
a level until it gets strong." 


"But. I don't know how to apply a 


bandage," was the forlorn reply. 


"Then it is about time that yon did," 


said the trained nurse. "Give rae a 
piece of mnsliii and your bare foot, and 
I'll show yon how." 


Then the nurse tools the piece of mus- 


lin ;iud tore it into strips of 8 inches in 
width." Then saying, "Always begin at 
tho pxtreniity of a limb and work to- 
ward the center of tho body from left to 
right, "she placed one of the ends of 
iho dtrip at the instep and mtde a turn 
nvonud the base of the toe. Then she 
carried the baud diagonally over the 
foot, across (ho point of tho heel and 
back from 'the other side, until it coin- 
cided with tho first turn. This was then 
covered aud carried a second turn around 
the heel half an inch higher than the 
first. Kho, then continued to make alter- 
nate terns under the sole and behind 
the heel, crossing or« the iustep until 
the entire font was covered. In finish- 
ing the bamlr.ge sho split tho last quar- 
ter of yard of the strip through the mid- 
dlo, wound the eiide in opposite direc- 
tion around the limb and tied them in 
a bow. 


Then the band was all unwound 


again, and (lie pupil, trying her hand, 
was delighted to see what a "firm band- 
ape' ' she could make after two or three 
attempts. 


"In case of dislocation," continued 


tho nurse, "there is always need of in- 
stant action. Muscular tension increases 
rapidly and its reduction becomes more 
difficult with every hour that passes. 


"Fingers and thumbs can be set by 


pulling in place, but be careful not to use 
too much force. A joint is always weak- 
er after an accident and should be strap- 
ped in place ur.Ul strong again.

MINT STATISTICS. 


The Director of the Mint in hia an- 


nual report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury gives the value of the gold 
deposited at the mints and assay offices 
daring the fiscal" year which ended 
Jane 80,1895,89 being $87,482,082, of 
which $65,161,007 were original deposits 
and $£2,831,022 ^deposits. The original 
deposits consisted of domestic bullion' 
$44,371,959; worn and mutilated coins, 
$183,258; foreign bullion and coins, 
$16,867,019; gold plate, jewelry, etc., 
$8,213,809. The value of silver deposited 
daring the year was $14,714,365, of 
which $8,804,363 was domestic silver 
bullion; $3,899,353 worn and mutilated 
domestic coins; $1,780,923 foreign 
bullion and coins, and 4750,061 old 
plate, jewelry, etc. 
* 


The coinage by the mints was: Gold. 


$13,933,475; silver dollars, $3,956,011; 
subsidiary 
silver coins, $5,113,465; 


minor coins, $712,594; total, $53,715,549. 
In addition to the coinage at the mints 
gold bars of the value of $43,153,370 and 
silver bars of the value of $10,841,515 
were manufactured. 


The highest price of silver daring the 


year was 63 cents and the lowest price 
39.8 cents. At the average price of sil- 
ver bullion in London daring the year 
the bullion value of a United States 
silver dollar was a fraction over 49 
cents. 


The total earnings of the mints and 


assay offices was $2,088,372, and the 
total expenditures $1,185,453. 
The 


value of gold and silver estimated to 
have been used in .the arts daring the 
calendar year 1894 was $21,541,652, of 
which $10,658,645 was gold, and $10,- 
882,048 silver. The estimated product 


, gold and sUver in the United States 


daring1 the 
calendar 
year 
1890 


was, gold $39,500,000; 
silver, 
49,- 


500,000 
ounces 
of 
the com- 


mercial value of $31,422,000 and the 
coinage value of $64,000,000. The esti- 
mated value of the gold product of-the 
world in 1894 was, gold, $180,626,100; 
silver, $106,'! 22,900, and the coinage of 
gold in the world daring the year was 
$227,921,032; and of silver $106,383,952. 


Director Preston gives an estimate 


Of the stock of money in the principal 
countries of the world and places the 
stock of gold at $4,086,800,000; of full 
legal tender silver at $3,349,300,000, and 
of limited legal tender silver at $631,- 
200,000. He places the uncovered notes 
at $2,469,500,000, and says oar monetary 
system is inconsistent, illogical and ex- 
pensive and inspires little confidence 
at home and is not conducive to oar 
credit abroad. 


As the population of the United 


States is estimated at about 70,000,000, 
and the coinage of gold, silver and 
nickels in the United States last year 
trss only 198,000,000 the amount was 
only aboaf 75 cents per head. De- 
daoting the gold shipments to Europe 
and the natural losses from fires, ship- 
wreck and other causes and the circu- 
lating medium was probably not in- 
creased 25 cents per capita by the 
coinage of the fiscal year which ended 
last Jane. There was no increase in 
paper, currency, as neither the Govern- 
ment nor the National banks added to 
the amount in circulation. 
Under 


such circumstances it is not surprising 
that money is scarce in the hands of 
the people or lhat it takes twice as 
orach of the products of the farm to 
purchase a dollar now as it did when 
the mints coined gold and silver for 
depositors on demand. 


IIA1LBOAD STATISTICS. 


i The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has issued a preliminary repor 
on the receipts and expenditures of 
railroads in the United States -for the 
year ending Jane 30, 1895. It includes 
the returns from 650 roads whose 
ports were filed on or before Novem 
her 9, 1895, and covers the operations 
of 164,529 miles of roads or 92 per cent 
of the total mileage in the United 
States. 
The gross earnings were 


$1,003,022,853, of which $293,465,792 
were from passenger service, $683,022, 
298 from freight and $26,217,595 from 
telegraph, car mileage, etc. The oper 
ating expenses were $677,667,635, leav 
ing net earnings' $325,355,218 as com 
pared with net earnings of $320,137,670 
for the same roads in 1894. Bedocdc 
to 'a mileage basis the gross earnings 
were $6,096, the operating expenses 
were $4,118, and the net, earnings $1,977 
per mile. 


The net earnings show a gain of $3: 


per mile over 1894, but a decrease o 
$377 per mile as compared : with 1893. 
Pnsnenger receipts fell off $177 per 
mile as compared with 1894, while freight 
receipts show a gain 'of $149 per mile 
as compared with that year. 


The total deductions from income 


including fixed charges, were $336,357, 
946, and dividends paid were $53,135,- 
545, leaving a deficit from, the opera- 
tions of the year of $31,075,030. The 
dividends paid by the same roaJs the 
preceding year were $61,504,785.

CHANDLER ON RAILROAD POOLING. 


Senator Chandler has made com- 


plaint to President Cleveland and 
through Cleveland to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission against the 
trust and pooling agreement of eight 
American railroad trunk lines. This 
agreement provides that every railroad 
in the combination shall make and 
maintain the' transportion rates pre- 
scribed by the trust and that all com- 
petlon shall be abolished, by imposing 
heavy fines upon any offending road. 


Now if President "Cleveland and his 


Interstate Commerce Commission do 
not prohibit this conspiracy on the 
part of the railroads to keep np rates 
and 
prevent 
competition 
Senator 


Chandler can try another remedy 
which will prove effective. He is a 
member of the Fifty-fourth Congress 
and a recognized leader of the domi- 
nant party in- that Congress. All he 
will have to do is to introduce and 
force through Congress a bill to pro- 
hibit railroads from forming trusts to 
keep up rates. The railroads oppose 
organizations among their employes, 
such as the American Bailway Union, 
for the purpose of maintaining wages, 
and they can have no valid objection 
to a law that will prevent them from 
conspiring to keep up transportation 
rates. Experience has proved to the 
people of the interior that the Inter- 
state Commerce law as now interpreted 
and administered is a farce. If Sena- 
tor Chandler is sincere he can prove 
his sincerity by introducing and ad- 
vocating the passsge of a bill restoring 
the fourth section of the Interstate 
Commerce act, which prohibits rail- 
coads from charging more for a short 
haul than for a long haul over the 
same road end in the same direction, 
and imposing a penalty on railroad 
managers who combine to prevent com- 
petition and keep up transportation 
rate*.

I Andrew Mason aa expert mbpactor to 
(investigate the alleged Carson Mint 
shortage. Secret'Service Officer Gal- 
lagher, alias Grant, was also sent, and 
what for? He told on the witness 
stand at the preliminary examination 
before U. S. Commissioner Edwards that 
the special duty assigned to him was to 
watch the habits of mint officers and 
employes, yet he invaded the home of 
the defendant, Deney, nnd his own 
statement condemns him. No gentle- 
man on this jury, even thongh he was 
short of bread, would have accepted 
such a commission 


"Defendant is charged with 
the 


crimes of larceny and embezzlement in 
the sum of $23,0t>0 If you can find 
where and how the crime of embezzle- 
ment was committed, you can find 
more than any other honest man. The 
first witness they" pat on the stand, Mr. 
Likens, testified that Henoy only acted 
in the capacity of silver dissolver for 
fonr days. The court will doubtless 
instruct you that a crime has been 
committed and somebody is guilty. If 
so, some evidence mast be produced of 
the stealage. There ia none. The law 
draws its protective mantle aionnd the 
defendant with the presumption of in- 
nocence until proven guilty. There is 
a vast difference between figures in 
this case and i eal theft. These figures 
have proven to be unreliable and I 
place this defendant, James Heney, oa 
record as having no definite evidence 
of guilt brought against him. This 
shortage was at first variously stated 
at from $200,000 and other figures until 
it finally ciphered down to about 
$75,000. At the regular official annual 
inspection and settlement of the mint 
if anything is officially found correct 
and so declared, who should complain? 
How about that little gold bar of forty 
ounces, did Heney steal that with-his 
alleged facilities, also that other of 
1,300 ounces from the Standard mine, 
Bodie,did he steal them both? Were 
hey not in the possession of Harris 
and had not Heney's connection with 
he mint ceased before that 1 Where 
,re those bars now, can Harris tell ? 
Another unexplained 
shortage is 


irhen, in December 1894,1,100 ounces of 
gold was sent up by Jones to be worked 
>y the nitric process and only $2,500 
was returned, the remainder falling 
nto the hands of Harris. There was 
only one slum tank there which is con- 
nected with the nitric process. The 


ther is a crook for gold, etc., where 
was Heney then, when that clean-up 
was made? Bat that makes no difler- 
ince, if he bad boon in South Africa the 
ihortage would have been laid to him 
all the same. Harris is the only res- 


ousible party for the fabrication of 
hat spurious melt. When Jones was 
ibout leaving for San Francisco he con- 
ulted Harris and was told to go along 
hat he could get along without him. 
?hat same evening, after Jones had 
gone, Harris holds a consultation with 
311is,nnd the nest morning with tho 
lelp of Ellis and Connors they open 
he vault and proceed t" weigh all the 
gold deposits. Harris swears that he 
lid not move that little forty ourice 
mr there. He didn't think it was lost, 
but couldn't find it. They were look- 
ng for something wrong, but did they 
ind that spurious melt? Notenrare 
with his keen eye, and Manning, the 
expert, were there, and Ellis should 
lave noticed it. He suggested to Har- 
ris that chips be taken from the bars 
and assayed, but Harris replied: "No, 
[ don't want the bars chipped because 
,hey will wend out an inspector from 
Washington and find all my assays 
false." This all goes to show that 
Harris and not Jones was the fabri- 
cator of that spurious melt. 


On June 26,1893, a reduction of the 


mint force let Heney out, honorably 
and correct. He was at the Reno Re- 
duction Works on August 14th and did 
bake fine gold 'there for melting. Mr. 
Beck, then manager of the works, is a 
prominent citizen of Wasboe county 
and has been honored by being elected 
to represent his county as State Sena- 
tor. He bad read in the papers about 
the mint shortage and thought to make 
a little capital for himself by telegraph- 
ing to Superintendent Adams of the 
mint giving this clue on Heney. lie 
says Heney got quite loquacious at the 
works over hie melt; told about his 
Silver City mine and his desired 
secrecy regarding it, wanted to bet on 
the fineness of his gold, and Beck al- 
most regarded bim as a sort of imbe- 
cile or eccentric person. 


A silent testimony on the spurious 


melt theory is that the original gold 
melt was made into seven bars and a 
piece, but when it was turned into a 
silver melt it had to be made into ten 
bars and a piece in order to correspond 
exactly with'the original weight, and 
thus it was placed into the settlement 
of 1893 All there wag to do was to 
take the original out of the vault, melt 
it and put the substitute melt back in 
the vault in its place. The melt was 
made by Pickler, then deposit melter. 
His room is but- a short distance from 
Hurls' vault.

Massachusetts Official Ink. 


There is no longer any uncertainty in 


regard to the permanency of the official 
record ink adopted for use on the state 
records and official documents. As the 
ink stands in the inkwell it is of a deep 
greenish tinge and looks not unlike a 
wri ting fluid. It seems hardly thicker 
than a fluid and flows smoothly and 
easily from the pen. 
While, still damp 


on the paper it shows the same greenish 
tinge that is apparent in the ink well, 
bnt as it grows old on the paper'it takes 
on a deep black and has; a smooth and 
clean cut appearance, without being 
glossy. 
After it has been on the paper 


a minute it.Is only faintly smutched by 
vigorous rnbbiug with the itoisteued 
.finger, and if allowed to become old on 
the paper can.be wet thoroughly with- 
out being effaced. The secret is that tho 
ink eats directly into the surface of the 
paper and eaunot therefore be removed 
withcnt destroying, that surface. There 
is no danger that, the ink will- become 
brown after it has been on tbe paper or 
•book for muuy years, for the brownish 
tinge is given by logwood, and no log- 
wood is need iu the record ink.—Boston 
Transcript.
